vania. Irlends o£ William !•'. I-Iarrity nf 
Vliu Democratic national committee do 
not Lt/lltve that hu will consent to have 
Ikla name p^'sonted In the Indianapolis 
convention as a candidate for the presi- 
dency. For that reason they do not look 
\vtth favor upon the suggestion made In ) 
Chicago, Washington and New York ' 
that Mr. llarrlty of Pennsylvania and 
Daniel Ltau'lsr of Minnesota aho.uld con- 
stitute the Democratic gold standard 
tii-ket. Mr. Harrlty himself declares he 
Is out of politics, and will not discuss the 
matter, but those ot his EriondB .who are 
supporting the movement for a 
gold 


ticket claim that the strongest ticket 
that could be made would consist of a 
candidate from one of the northwestern 
states for Uie presidency, and one from 
the southern states for the vice presi- 
dency. The names of Bragg of Wiscon- 
sin and Buckner of Kentucky are re- 
garded by them as particularly strong. 


Senator Butler, chairman of the Popu- 


list committee, says that be has been re- 
ceiving some very £avore,ble reports 
from different states, where there have 
been disagreements between the Popu- 
lists and Democrats, as to fusion on 
electors. It is now believed that the 
oJTer of the Populists In Texas, to take 
seven of the 35 electors, will be accepted. 
In West V'trE-nia, the committees have 
about agreed upon a. division, giving the 
Democrats four and the Populists two 
electors. 
It Is also stated, that the 


chances of fusion In North Carolina 
have Improved. 


It was stated at Populist headquarters,

About 2000 people followed four women, 
•who -work In' Plant's stitching room- 
One of the -women was struck In the 
lace by a stone and badly hurt. Robert 
D. Ramsdell, treasurerof the Plant com- 
pany, got a taste of the mob's vengeance, 
as-he was followed to his home by a 
large crowd, yelling and hooting at his 
every step. His house was surrounded, 
and three large windows were smashed 
with stones. 


Frank Baicell, an Armenian non-union 


man, was arrested for profanity during 
the troublesome scene Incident to his 
going to his boarding place. The crowd 
•was pestering him untfche turned and 
expressed his sentlmems In 
profane 


language. 


David Ireland was arrested for assault 


and George Purdee for disorderly con- 
duct. 


James A. White of Haverhill, a non- 


union man, was followed to his home by 
12 men, and was forcibly pushed Into an 
open field and beaten severely. He com- 
plained to the police. 


One of the labor leaders claims to have 


In his possession a letter v/ritten by the 
Plant company to a man In Claremont, 
N. H., offering him $5 a head for every 
man he would ship to the factory to 
work in place of the strikers. 


There are only 30 men In the whole 


factory now, and half as many women. 
Seven or eight men have agreed to come 
out.

Tbu InLter system represents tho un- 


folding of all civilizations so far. 
It 


looks as if it was goiug to bo long jet 
before men learn how to bo sensible) and 
scientific in tho building cp of nations. 
To bo sure, as soon as that knowledge is 
obtained, progress, the'real article, fhnll 
become u tangible fact instead of the 
sentimental fiction it Ins always been. 
For tho present all we cuu expect from, 
men is that thej shall never again re- 
sort to brute force as a moans to im- 
prove the race at large. 
Only the few- 


can be improved through violence in 
any form. That is one of the most em- 
phatic matovical teachings which wo 
should never forget. And v;hat applies 
to violence applies to legalized injus- 
tice. Only tho few can again improve 
under the latter; hence the need of onr 
ascertaining what is essentially right 
for us to ingrain in law, if onr object 
is to bring tho upheaval of humanity 
and not that of any certain class of 
men, as has been the case in all previ- 
ous revolutionary movements. 


Leaving tho abovo aside for a few 


moments, if can be easily noticed that 
tho most iuiportant point in oar present 
campaign is that it means the grouping 
of several millions of pluin people grasp- 
ing a certain specific idea and intending 
that it should be carried into law as a 
direct mandate from tha people, and no 
mutter what any uuruber of legislators 
in legislative halls may see fit to think 
on the subject. The specific idea in 
qnestion may bo far from .right or fun- 
damental enough to bring any general 
good, but suppose it carried tho day and 
became law, by the flat of the people, 
the people would soon caucel it, to bo 
replaced by. a better one, because no bad 
law can be but very mischievous to tho 
working masses forming the people, 
while every bad laVi or nearly every 
bad one, is good to this or that group of 
men—good in the sense of giving them 
advantages over the rest.' A bad law is 
necessarily a selfish one, embodying self-

The tariff ennliles tho manu- 
facturers and mine ovrnci'.y to tax tho 
community, nncl then, by tho hypothesis, 
they impulsively divide their gninswith 
their workmen in the form of higLer 
.wages, and the workmen, in turn, shed 
prosperity among the tradesmen and 
farmers.

•workhoupe when they wcro old.

"plain, ordinary civility and—littlo of 
that." The clerical, editorial and ora-

But 
coses have been known in which men of 
wealth, hove risen without exerting 
themselves to pull anybody else with 
them. This fact intensifies the popular 
distaste for the Republican plan of rais- 
ing society by the top. There is a prev- 
alent fe;ir tha't the advantages bestowed 
upon the "upper classes" may. not get 
themselves evenly distributed, after all. 
The masses prefer to rnako snro by hav- 
ing the process begin with them.—Nc\v 
York Journal.

In 
the llrst place, the terms of the offer are 
preposterous. If silver bullion to the 
valuu of 5150,000,000 Is meant, the syndi- 
cate would be making the Argentine re- 
public a present of S50.000,000. If the 
coinage value Is meant, the 
bargain 


would be equally bad the other way. 
There Is no American syndicate which 
can command either that much silver or 
that much capital for Argentine bonds.
